In response to the Restriction Requirement dated October 30, 2001, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect Group I, claims 1-8, drawn to an electronic package, classified in class 361, 
subclass 748. This election is made with traverse. Claims 9-11 are drawn to a non-elected invention 
identified as Group H and drawn to a method of making an electronic package classified in class 438, 
subclass 106.
